Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 .1 Claim 4 of the present Application contains unknown characters (claim 4, lines 2 
and 3) that render claim 4 vague and indefinite.
